OPINION is evidently bardening against the really ridiculoug 
idea that Sir Henerrr SAMUEL should be asked to serve another 
term as High Commissioner. Lis position in Palestine is to

his part, which will initially create for them at leastthe semblance of a 
grievance.

“The Confessions of a Minister.” 
FROM among the many wise and witty things which the ev. 


A, A, GEEEN uttered in the course of bis address to the Sepbardi 


Literary Society, there is only one from which we feel bound—and 
happily so—to express our entire disagreement. Mr. GRerveaid at tha 
beginning of his observations, that lie was “ now getting to be apm old 


“wan.” His address belied his claim; for it isnot yeare that determine 


age, bub the spirit of the individual. And with the t'ne admixture 
of scintillating raciness, of good humour, and good sense he exhibited, 
Mr. GREEN showed himself to be as lusty and as vigorous as ever. 
We were delighted to read Mr. Grrey’s opinion about the line of 


demarcation which is usually drawn between the Minister who sings 


and the Minister who preaches. We have done our best for yeara 
past to break down thie absurd and unnatural differentiation. 


‘Rabbi, Minister, Preacher, Chazan, all are doing the sacred work 


of «od, all are rendering common help in His service, The 
suggestion which Mr. Green mado concerning the unwisdom of 
sending untried novices as -Ministers to the provinces—and 
frequently to the Dominicns—was well put. The truth, of course is, 
that just those places to which these beginners are assigned are 
almost invariably, by reason of wany circumstances, places of fen 
greater difficulty, involving questions of far greater complexity, than 
are the average ministerial positions in the Metropolis. But thea 
difficulty here is chietly the question of salary. The idea seems rooted 
thata young Minister ought to be given a smal! salary, and an old 


servant of a congregation a large one, simply by reason of the years 
he has laboured. This, in our view, is a cardinal error, A post 


should be deemed worth a certain sum, and the man selected to ill 
it should be paid accordingly, whether he ie a young man or an old 
map, of long service or short. If he ia fit to do the duties, he should 
be paid the sum allotted. He should not be given a trifling sum 
with the idea of being allowed to see the extent to which he 
can’ fail. The final point to which we would direct attention in

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


What Will Become of | te? ? 


By Mentor. 


OME twelve months ago, I devoted a couple of articles mainly 
Me to the question of the fature of the West London Synagogue. 
1 was impelled go to do by two happenings. The chief ovo 
was the retirement of tho able First Minister, the Rev, 
Morris Joseph ; and the other was the determination of the Congrega- 
tion not avy longer to segregate the sexes during all Services of 
divine worship. So far as concerns the admission of females to 
places in the body of the Synagogue during prayer-time and pre- 
samably the admission of males to the gallery, in both cases indis 
eriminately, I did not in tho leas} express my own approval or 
disapproval—for what one or the other may be worth. I never feel 
ivdesirable to offer an expression of one’s personal predilections in 
any such matter, when the right or the wrong of if is not in con- 
siferation. And it was not in this caso, All 1 was anxious to show 
was that the new departure—the departure of ladies from the 
galery and of men from the body of the Synagogue, a sort of 
synagogal chassé crois/—was the gravest deviation from the 
practice of Traditional Judaism, not excluding the organ or the 
nixed choir, that Upper Berkeley Stree} bad yet adopted. I said-- 
and I have since seen nothing to influence what I then thought— 
that by that act the Congregation placed itealf mach nearer to 
" Liberal” Jodaism than to Traditional Judaism, of which it hed 
always claimed to be a modern-spirited exponent, 


But the retirement of the Rey. Morria Joseph greatly accen- 
teated the position of the Congregation, as I viewed it. We left its 
spiritual guidance in the bands of two colleagues, tho Rev. Isidore 
Harris and the Rev. Vivian Simmons. It was palpable that, at the 
time of life to which Mr. Harris bad attained and having regard to 
the extra duties and responsibilities that would necessarily fall 
upov him in consequence of Mr. Josephb’s retirement, it would be 
simgularly robust optimiem that coald look for a long !ease of his 
farther occupancy of the office in which be bad already served for far 
the better part of half a century. It seemed to me, I said, equally 
palpable that when Mr. Harris ceased office a snccessor to him would 
have to be appointed, and that the elevation of Mr. Simmons as Chief 
Minieter of the Congregation aad - successor of David Woolf Marks 
and Morris Joseph was uathinkable. For that good and earnes$ 
Minister, zealous and anxious, a sympathetic personality and a kindly 
man, did not possess either the qualities or the qnalifications which 
have hitherto been looked for and found in the Chief Minister of 
the West London Synagogue ever cince ita foundation. To discover 
apyone who could adequately fill the place of Chief Minister, J 
ventured to predict, would be a grave, if no} an insurmountable, 
difficulty, if the choice were confined: to this conutry. America 
might provide such aman, but then other diflicnities would arise. 
Vor one thing, the American Reform Rabbi would be too extrema 
-for the religious position the Congregation bas always stood for. 
Jeewould thus be confined in its choiee, even in America, to the 
conservative element there, which contains few outstanding 
personalities, although if does one or two, But then, again, the 
income these would need would be far above that which is usual 
with Ministers in this country, 


‘On the other hand, when I wrote last year, the “Liberal” 


Jewish Congregation was contemplating the spending of a larga 
gum of money for the purpose of rearing a synagogue building. [i 
occurred to.me that that expenditure conld be saved if an 
amalgamation between Upper Berkeley Street and Hill Street 
conld be effected—that such amalgamation wonld be no 
great strain upon 2 Congregation that had determined 
upon the non-segregation of the sexes during tho Services, 
and that it would provide an ablo man (with all hia faults 
—and I bave had occasion to refer to some of them only 
lately—), an attractive spiritual leader, in Rabbi Mattuck. } 
pointed out that with the common use by male and female 
worshippers ofthe gallery and floor space in Upper Berkeley 
Street there would be room virtually throughoubthe year, for actual 
worshippers who were actual members of both Congregations. 
Because, both at Hii! Street and at the Reform Synagogue, on such 
occasions as Yom Kippur and Rosh Hashana and the Festivals, a

Proposals have been invited for 
amending the ritwal in such a way that the traditional nature of 
the Prayer Book hitherto in use will be gone. Mr. Claude Monte- 
liore, who strides like a Colossus over both Synagogues and forms 
in himeelf at least a personal amalgamation of both, has, b ander- 
stand, submitted proposals for the introduction into the serviees at 
Verkeley Street of usually sung in the Christian Churches, 
set to music adopted for them for Obristian worship. Aud b under- 
stand, too, that his anggestions are no} alone under careful considor2- 
tion hut are reesiving a largo amount of sapport, Now it is 
hardly necessary for mo to say that if Berkeley Street has come to 
the point of admitting the principle of what Mr. Mouatetiore suggests 
—the details for the novce do not matter—then it is obvious thatthe 
Traditional Prayer Book has, to all intents and purposes, been flung 
out of the Upper Berkeley Street window. I is no more a matter of 
concern there than it ia in Mr. Montefiore’s other establishment at 
Hill’ Street. Various suggestions havo been received and all of 
them, so far as they concede the basic alteration of the Traditional 
Prayer Book hitherto in vogue at Upper Berkeley Street, briny 
that Oongregation nearer and nearer to “Liberal” Judaism.

Bat in the meantime there is no definite sign of any approach 
to amalgamation, and the Rey. Isidore Harris has found himeelf 
compelled to resign his Ministry. ‘the Rev. Vivian Simmons is 
thus left the only spiritual guide to the Congregation. Now 
there cannot be much doubt that what will become of this Con. 
gregation will largely depend upon the one who is selected to become 
Chief Minister in place really of the Key. Morris Joseph, becatise 
in that capacity Mr. Harris cannot be regarded as having. been 
otherwise than a stopgap for the time being. Mr. Harris's age. when 
Mr. oseph retired, puts that above all question. There are, of course.

Soul, dnd elovation of spirit, 
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“The Confessions of a Minister.” 


Address by the Rev. A. A. Green. 


On Sunday evening, ta the hall of the lauderdale Road Synagogue, 
the Rev. A. A. Green Gelivered an address to the Sephardi Literary 
Koclety on, “The Confessions of Minister.” Mr. Cyril M, 
presided, 

Mr. Geren sald that be was now getting to be anocld man He was 
in bia sixty-fifeh year, and out of that period he had been forty years a 
Minister. He bad beon another ten years before that in training for the 
tn nistry, and had been surrounded by clergy and thoughts about the 
clergy from his very earliest years. There was an old Scotch verger Who 
was aaked by a visitor, to whom he was snowing his church, how long he 
bad been there, and he replied, “man and boy for filty years. I 
have heard the word of the Lord preached every Sabbath, and, thank 
God, I am a Christian vet!” (Gaaghter), He (Mr. Greon) had kopta 
good many of hisiliusions, anda greatdealothis optimism. He attributed 
his Gesire to enter the Ministry to bis uncle, the Kev. A. I. Green, and 
the example of sach cen as the Key. M. Hast, Chief Rabbi Dr. 
ffe:maann Adicr, Haham Dr. Artom, and the Rev. Simoon Singer. 
ile did not sbare the view held by some of his colleagues who 
would draw a sharp line of demarcation between the Minister who was 
a preacher, and the Minister who was a Chacsan and nothing more, 
‘The bect of what a people thought and felt was expresscd in their 
prayer book, and a man who could lead his congregation in prayer 
was performing the highest fanction that a Minister of Religion could 
ever hope to meet with in the rangeot his opp rianity. He exprossed 
the view that he was appointed a Ministor at mach too young an ace, and 
toa very difficult position in a provincial copgregation which would have 
tared the ability of anexperionced man of the world. He found himself 
in a congregation which bad never had a Minister before and he a 
Minister who bad never had a congregation, and between the two they 
rather mixed things up. (Laughter.) They were just beginning to 
understand each other when he left. (Laughter.) It ceminoded him of 
a play be once saw in Russia, He was just beginning to understand 
the plot when the curtain fell. He thought 

A GREAT MIBTAEt 
was made ta sending to difficult provincial congregations young 
men who wore jast beginniog their work in the ministry. I¢ 
waa far better for a young man to begin in a congregation which 
could teach him something, under an older man. A young man 
in London bad a better chance, because there was an organisation 
of people to advise and gnide bim. In tegard to sermons, he did 
not think congregations were good judges of sermons, “They often 
ignored what had cost a great effort, and applauded what had been pro- 
duced very easily. He thought sermons ought never to belong. Thelength 
of sermons should be limited by Act of Parliament. (Laughter.) ‘The Rev. 
A. I. Green was once told by a candid critic--the late Mr. Noah Davis-— 
* You preacbed the best sermon [ have beard from you for a year—by ten 
cainutes!” (Laughter.) Dr, Asher once asked Mr,. Davis, in-respectof.a 
candidate for office, “ Is this the firat time you have heard him?” - “ No,” 
he replied gruMy, “itisthe last!” (Laughter) It was difficult for a 
really fae preacher to be produced, in consequence of the multifarious 


fluties laid upon a Minister. -He thought what a schoolboy would. cal! . 


“ple-jaw” should be avoided. and continuat censure was a mistake. 
Some churches bad a peaitence steol on which it was a miizrah to sit. 
(Laughter.) But that was oat of place in the synagogue. He often 
wondercd whether preachers would not be better off if, instead of selecting 
their subjects themselves, they were to ask their congregations to let them 
kuow the things they wanted talked about. Should there be 
A SENSES. OF HUMOUR IN SHB PULEIT? 

‘Lie worst thing that could happen was when the congregation laughed at 
the rmoinister. But one of the most effective vehicios of cducation was 
ridicule. If he had ever evoked a laugh it bad been purely accidental 
and never by design. He strongly condemued tho practice of.“ trial 
sermons.” [t was a plece of stupidity to think a congregation could judge 
of a man’s ability by a trial sermon written to be admired. Ho 
remembered, when he was a candidate at the Bayswater Synagogue, 
someone said to him: “You seemed nervous; what were you thinking 
of?” And he replied: £ was thinkips of my wife and children!” 
(Lauguter.) It was horrible that friends and colleagues should be pitted 
against one another, to make a higher call—“two spades” against 
the othor’s “three clubs.” (Laughter.) -The triai of a-Chazan was an 
outrage. Henry Ward Beecher was once desoribed as having uttered 
“the finest prayer ever offered to a Boston congregation.” (Laughter.) 
Crayers should never be offered to a congregation. The only right conrse 
was to go and hear the man in his own synagogue, ignorant that anyone 
was there. He alsodeprecated the extempore sermon, and told the story 
of a depnutising curate who found on entering the pulpit that he

“IT regret I can only utter what the Lord puts it fato ay 
but I hope to do better this evening.” (Langhter.) He (Mr, Green)

The view is expresved that the Board is losivg rather than 
gatping ground, aod “it dees not look as if Inndou Jewry asa whole 
appreciate in the least the respousibitities for the relief of ita poor.” ~~ 

There ig extended reference to the Aathovy Ma ler b qdest for a 
Convalescent Home for Jewish children, which is expected to amount to 
£65 000. 
buwding of the buegslow type. It is proposed that both short cases of 
convalescence and those rq uring six months’ or a year’s residence ab 
the seaside should be received at the Home, The report adds: “The 
Board will at last be able to remove those children who have been 
boarded out in cottage homes, and to place them under its immediate 
supervision, This will be far better, as is has never beer satisfactory 
thas. ailiog children should be left for months ata time, at the mosd 
impressiovable periods of their lives, away from Jewish surroucdings 
and influence.” 

Av important section of the report deals with the relief figures which 
show “ that since the outbreak of war in 1914 . . . there has been 
practically no immigration of poor foreign Jews into this country.” Tho 
report refutes the suggestion that alien Jews are responsible for over- 
crowding. “ We belicve this accauration to be quits without foundation. 
It in well-known that Jews aro a howe-loving race, and though they may 


-bave to put ap with insanitary and overcrowded dwellings when there is 


no alternative, they escape into more commodious abodes at the earliest 
possible moment.” The report also scouts the suggestion that alien 
Jews depress wages. 

A fine record of work is disclosed by the report of the Loan Com- 
mittee, which advanced £25,050, and to which £26,450 was repaid during 
the year. “It isinteresiiog vnd satisfactory to know that the competi- 


‘tion of the Board bas almost driven the moneylender out of tho borough 
‘of Stepney.” 


' The report gives a selection of typical cases dealt with, and is as 
frank about the Board's failures as about its successes. “ We donotfor a 
moment claim,” thereport s ys, “that we invariably convert paupers 
into self-respecting mombers of society, for this is fre quently impossible, 
But we do want to convince the community that every applicant is 
received with sympathy, that his capacity and wiilingaess to work are 
carefully considered, and that no pains aro spared to render the aid 
that is most wanted.” 

A tribute is paid to the work of the Secretary, Mr. M. Benjamin, 
and the staff. “The tradition in Middlesex Sireet is to retain ‘a heart 
of flesh,’ and the experience of the honorary workers has always been 
that their professional colleagues never for a moment forget that the

Jewish Travel. 

“Tas JOURNAL OF A Jewish by Mr. Israel Cohea 
{John Lane: The Bodley Head), is the story of a pilgrimage that was 
tindertaken by the author between the spring of 1920 and the spring of 
1921 to the Jewish communities of Australasia, India, and the Far [ast 
The purpose of the journey was to expound the import of the Balfour 
Declaration, and to tnvoke material support for its practical realisation, 
In the pursait of this task Mr. Coben wak able to observe and study the 
conditions of the various Jewrtes in which he sojoursed, communities of 
which comparatively little is known, but which present a wealth of 
interest both to those who aro anxious about the vicissitudes of the 
Jewish people as well as to tho student of contemporary civilisation. Ia 
the course of a track of thirty thousand miles, the author noted 
repeated illustrations of the phenomenon 680 familiar in the \\ estern 
World, that while the Jews are inevitably influenced in many 
ways by their environment, they are nevertheless strong and creative 
enough to impose upon [tan impress of their own, But devoted though 
they aro to their native oc adopted land, they cherish, for the most part, 
a deep and inextinguishable sentiment for the cradle of their people, as 
manifested in thelr response to the mission if was Mr. Cohen's taak to 
discharge. This book is, therefore, a singular revelation of the romance 
of the modern Jewish Dispersal, written by one who bas had a unique 
cpportunity of studying the scttlements of Israel in the uttermost parts 
of the globe. It contains thirty one striking illustrations reproduced from 
photographs taken by the author, and a map indicating Mr. Cohen's 
itinerary. Mr. Cohen's book is more than a personal narrative, Itiss 
picture and a commentary, and the avthor is well quatified to record and 
interpret the meaning of his travel experiences. “The Journal of o 
Jewish Traveller” is a worthy sequel to the same writer’s valuable 
“ Jewish Life in Modern Times.” His present work thoroughly deserves 
g very wide circle of readers, and educational authoritics should sot 
delay in including it in their list of publications recommended as emiacally

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 
CCLXXXI.—Choirs—Plain and Mixed. 


My Dear Cousin, 


It so happened that not very long ago I was once more in the com. 
pany of the old Ribbi, his very modern son, and a London minister, 
whose talk about the Priestly Benediction I reported to you some little 
time back. On this occasion they were likewise in argumentative mood. 
It all arose out of the plaint of the minister that there had been dim. 
culties in his synagogue in connection with the choir. They had a boys’ 
choir—an ordinary choir, as he said; and sometimes the boys became 
unruly, at others they would not attend rehearsals puoctually, at others, 
again, the choirmaster was at fault. They had had occasion quite 
recently to appoint several new choirmasters in succession, hoping that 
the last would do the job successfully. As a matter of fact, the congre- 
gation, so the minister continued, was divided on the question 
of the choir. A good many would prefer to have a “mixed” 
choir, alleging first that women’s voices mingled with men’s 
have a pleasing effect; and, secondly, that in many a neighbouring 
Synagogue such a plan had worked extremely well. There they seemed 
to have no trouble with the choir; and many members of bis congrega- 
tion advocated the adoption of a mixed choir in his own synagogue. He, 
for his part, bad no strong views on the subject, being always anxious to 
please the majority of his members. wm Ct 

The old man’s face darkened. He shook his head ominously and 
then delivered himself in this wise: It was against all Jewish tradition 
to have women sing in public; and to.allow them to sing in synagogues 
would be a terrible breach of this tradition. Is it not an accepted 
principle in all the law books, from the Talmud. downward, that 


May MwRS Sip? Ths old man stopped for a moment, and bis son 
intervened, saying: I can translate that for you. It means: Das ewig 
Weibliche zieht uns hinan. The minister smiled. The old man con- 
tinued. It is even doubtfal, he said, whether in the Temple services 
there was any vocal music at all; it was probably all instrumental, or at 
least mainly instrumental, and such vocal music as there was, was but 
an adjanct. In my opinion, he continued, there is no need for what is 
usually termed “synagogue music "in the service. What we requireisa 
man with a perfect heart to lead the congregation in prayer. Operatic 
performances in the synagogue are altogether ont of place; and as for 
having women in the choir, the thing is preposterous. The place of a 
Jewish woman is her home. As the Psalmist says, “ The King’s daughter 
is all beautifal within” (I5°3D na nas 55), meaning thereby that 
when a Jewess is within her four walls she is then all beautiful. 

The old man’s son was bursting to speak, and at this point he broke 
in. Your last remark, he said to his father, brings to my mind what was 
once said by a very learned French Bishop, 8t. Odo by name (he died in 
942): “The highest virtue in a woman is not to wish to be seen.” St. 
Ojo, he added, is a worthy partner in your views, although nearly a 
thousand years Givide you. Ina period when women have taken their 
place in public and private life on an equality with men, when they sit 
on committees, when they are members of the legislature in ali countries, 
when their voices are beard incessantly, are you still going to maintain 
AY AWNa dip? It simply cannot be done any longer. It is 
just buwbug. I[t is weak casuistry. Such a view is medi#val. 
I am reminded of a story I once read in an old medieval 
chronicle, of a young hermit who had been nourished in the desert 
from his youth up, and who had never seen a woman in his life. 
One day he went with his Abbot to the town, and there, seeing women 
dancing together, asked earnestly of his Abbot what these might be. 
“These are geese,” answered the Abbot. When they were come back to 
the cloister the boy began to weep. “Son,” said the Abbot, “what 
wouldst thou?” “ Father, I would fain eat of those geese which I saw in 
the city.” Thereupon the Abbot called his monks together and gave 
them a homily on the wickedness of women, seeing that even this poor, 
innocent boy, who had never seen a woman in his life, was curiously 
affected by the sight of a woman as soon as he set eyes upon her. 

The young man did not wait for any response, but rattied on, still 
addressing his father. I suppose, he said, that is the kind of attitude 
that would appeal to you. But in this matter of having women in syna- 
gogue choirs, I cannot help being amused at the jest ofitall. You would 
exclude women from singing in the synagogue, singing hymns to God in 
His praise and in gratitude, because you regard a woman's voice as 
libidinous. Yet the congregants who on Saturday morning are prevented 
from hearing women siog in the synagogue choir, wend their way on 
Saturday evening to the music-halls and there listen to the squealing of 
the Goliy-Wolly Sisters, who not only sing (not praises to God) but 
kick their legs about in the latest and most approved fashion. As for the 
ladies of the chorus, do they not sing? Do they not show a goodly area 
of uncovered back? I could understand it if you were living in a Puritan 
age, when the whole of life was dominated by the principle that a woman’s 
voice is libidinous. But by making this distinction only in the synagogue, 
it appears to me that you are alienating the synagogue from life. More- 
over, I cannot help asking myself this question. Are the good people of 
Hampstead, where there is a mixed choir, more libidinous than the people 
of St. John’s Wood, where there isnot? (I take these two synagogues 
merely as examples). The thing is ridiculous. You old-fashioned folk 
live in a worid of your own, and you expect the great majority of people 
to join you there. There rimply isn’t room. 

The minister felt called upon to raise his voice, and he pointed out 
that there always had been a struggle for progress of this kind. Even & 
choir of boys’ voices was at one time looked upon as an innovation of a 
most undesirable character. There are congregations to-day which, 
though they have a boys’ choir, do not aliow the boys to wear gowns, 


since wearing gowns is ONIT Mpin. It would seem that in the most 


ancient times the congregation itself took part in the singing of prayers 
in tho synagogue. Not only was the choir an innovation, but the first 
stage of a choir, the institution of a ort of assistants (O° WZ) to the 
precentor, met with a good deal of opposition. And yet one cannot help 
asking oneself what was the motive of all those who, throngh the ages, 
have attempted to improve the synagogue service. When Israel Jacob- 
sobn introduced the organ and hymns in the vernacular, what was his 
motive but to raise the mathetic tone of the service, to make 
prayers more appealing ; in a word, to edify? Those who favour mixed 
choirs usually do so in the interests of improving the service. For good 
or for evil, we do hear women’s voices. Do not women sing at home? i 
Do they not sing at concerts? Do they not sing at weddings and other 4 
family celebrations? Why, then, sbould they not sing insynagogue? An ‘4 
old Rabbi once said that if a man were gifted with a beautiful voice it was 
his duty to use that voice in praise of God. If that applies to a man, 
why should it not equally apply to a woman? 

The minister looked triumphant. The old Rabbi seemed crestfallen 
that bis views should be so out of accord with the times. I know, he said, 
that there are many Catholic teachers who even to-day object to organs, 
or, indeed, to any music in churches; I believe there are many Catholic 
teachers to-day who hold the same views about women as I do. They 
believe that, as the Talmud says in one place and as the Codes have 
repeated in several places, a man should keep far, far away from women, 
(TIND TNS ow Pw). 

Before he had time to continue, his son's voice was heard again, this 

time in leughter. Excuse me, father, he said, I cannot help laughing. 
As you stand there I see in you the centuries that have gone and are 
finished and done with ; and as you quote the Ta!mud, urging that a man 
should keep far, far away from women, I cannot help recalling Goethe's 
statement, Das ewig Weibliche zicht uns hinan. That represents the ideal 
of the modern world. You stand for the ideal of a past generation—long 
since past. Yours is not a high conception of women. To-day we follow | 
Ruskin, and think of women as inspirers, as joy-bringers, as healers of 
soul sorrow, as wise counsellors in timeof trouble. Surely thatis a noble. 
view. For my own part, I always ask myself of every calling, every 
school, every tradition, every religious o:ganisation, not what it teaches, 
but the kind of man it produces, Are you going to tell methataJew who 
attends a synagogue (that is to say, takes part in divine service) where 
there is an organ and a mixed choir, is a worse man than his fellow who 
eschews mixed choirs? I go so far as to say that he is a much better 
man. Moreover, let me remind you in this connection that the 
‘Talmud also places a woman's hair with her voice. Yet do all 
our ladies cover their hair? On the contrary, it would seem that 
they not only uncover their hair, but their arms as well, to 
say nothing of their backs. It is just a fasbion of the day, like bobbing or 
shingling. It has no deep siguificance; it is merely froth on the river of 
life, I, for my part, would rather go to a synagogue where there isa 
mixed choir, provided that that choir helped to edify me, than to a syna- 
gogue where a lot of unruly boys give an exhibition of vocal gymnastics. 
There is no denying that some boys have beautiful voices, but there is 
equally no denying that it is difficult to train them to sing accurately, I 
do not say that, if you can obtaio a satisfactory result with boys’ voices, 
you mast of necessity engage women singers.. But I do say that one 
should not exclude women from synagogue choirs for the old-fashioned 
and played-out reason that you allege. 

There was a moment's silence. The minister after a while deciared 
that the young man bad converted bim to be a supporter of mixed choirs, 
and that he would lend his influence in his congregation to those who 
were quietly agitating for this reform. But the old Rabbi's countenance 
was dark with storm. There are some fundamental principles, he said, 
as immovable as the hills. You are all wrong, and Goethe is wrong, and 
Ruskin is wrong; only the Talmud is right: my dip.

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Aliens in Industry. 


SOME OFFICIAL FIGURES. 


By M. J. LANDA. 


A Bise Book® giving details of the people eng*ged in England and 
Wales in the various occupations at the census of 1921, bas recently been 
published. It gives also the fignres of the aliens employed. The ares 
important detail is that of the total number of aliens in Eogland and Wales: 

1911 pee 284.830 
1921 ios vee 230.134 


Decrease 54,696 
The reduction is probably greater now, for the Home Secretary 
stated in the recent debate in the House of Commons, on February 11th, 
that the number: f allens had declined by 5,000 in the last four years, 
The figure of 272.000, which he give referred to the whole Kingdom. 
The total of 230.134 at the census is made up of 129,509 males, and 
100,625 females, interestingly subdivided as follows:

Sociologists will be interested to note that the males outnumber the 
females, which is not the case in the genera! population. A further sub- 
division of those aged twelve and upwards shows: ,

The total in occupations at once nullifies the contention that the 
aliens are serious competitors: their number of all sorts and kinds con- 
stitutes less than one per cent. of the total in occupations, which is 
17,178,050. 

This is farther proved by the figures of the principal trades in which 
the aliens are engaged. In mining and quarrying there are only 1,009 
aliens, among the metal-workers only 4,207. Even in “ skins.” which 
includes the furriers, there are only 1,531 males and 877 females 
(compared with 2171 and 726 In 1911, and 1717 and 289 in 1901) out of a 
total of 55,832 in 1921. The furriers were 453 males and 311 females, out 
of 2,602 males and 4.505 females. 

The largest section of alien workers is comprised under the classifica- 
tion, “Makers of Goods and Articles of Dress”—21,920 males and 7,474 
females. The principal details are:

In 1911 the tatiors were 22.640 males and 5.188 females, and in 1921 
they pumbered 19 856 and 4.930. The boot and shoemakers have fallen 
off stil] more; in 1911 they were 3,825, and in 1901 they were 5,126 (males 
in each case). The dressmakers have likewise decreased: in 1901 they 
were 3.549, and in 1911 they were 2,454 (females all). Russians and Poles 
predominated in some cf the sections in 1921:

The most important feature of these figures is the complete answer 
they give to the oft-heard cry that the alien “almost monopolises” the 
tailoring and boot and shoe industries. The total number of tailors in 
1921 was 75,945 males and 128,760 females, The total number of boot and 
shoemakers was 117,893 males and 36 097 females. 

These statistics bear out what I contended in my book, “The Alien 
Problem and Its Remedy,” that tailoring is passing more and more into 
the hands of the English workers. In 1901, there were 137 246 male and 
122 046 female workers in the tailoring trade; the aliens cowprised but 
24,850, less than a tenth of the total 259,292. In 1921, the total, it will be 
seen, fell to 204,705, the decline being mainly in the males, but the alien 


proportion fell to one-twelfth. 


Census figures which I analysed in my book showed the remarkable 
fact that while between 1851 and 1881 the English women were ousting 
the English men from the tailoring trade, for the latter decreased and the 
former increased, the development of the trade by the aliens after 188] 
enabled the men to regain their position in the industry without affecting 
the rate of increase of women workers. In ever-growing numbers, 
English girls are doing work which formerly cou!d be done by alien toilors 
only, and was unknown until the foreign Jewish workman introduced the 
sub-division of labour in the making of garments. Later, the introduc- 
tion of power sewing- machines and other inventions led to the dispiace- 
ment of the alien tailor by girls working in large modern factories. Vhe 
women sppear to be again ousting the men.t} 

Cabinet-makine is anotber industry which aliens have “ monopolised.” 
In 1921, there were 2,391 men and 8 women engaged (1,368 and 6 being 
Russians, and 451 and 1 Poles), against 4,468 men in 1911 anc 4,600 in 1901, 


The total number of cabinet-makers in 1921 was 37,797, showing that the 
aliens comprise but one. fifteenth. | 
Tobacco segs similarly. Alien workers in tobacco, cigarettes, cigars,

Samuel’s Prophetic Ministry. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 

“ And all Israel, from Dan to Beersheba, knew that Samuel was 
established to be a prophet of the Lord.” —I Samuel tit., 9. 

Samuel began his career in an evil day. Each man did what was 
right in bis own sight. There was little to retard the progress of the 
Philistine conquest. Eli, the high priest and judge of the nation, had 
become enfeebled by age, while his sons had introduced disorder and 
licentionsness into the sacred office. He began bis youthful ministry by 
the delivery of a message that must have filled him with pain. From Eli 
be had received the most devoted training. The aged priest had been 
father and mother to him, as well as teacher. And yet he is called 
to wound his aged benefactor in his tenderest susceptibilities 
by denouncing the degeneracy of Eli’s sons, and foretelling the 
doom which their evil practices would entail. What a noble 
courage it required to make that fateful communication! Eli 
receives it with pious resignation—‘“It is the Lord, let bim do what 
seemeth him good.” But what if Eli had received it in a very different 
spirit? How natural it would bave been if he had accused Samuel of 
ingratitude and presumption, and driven him forth from the Sanctuary in 
disgrace. 

Ia this first prophetic message recorded in the prophetical books 
we are taught what was the very essence of the prophetical office, A 
prophet was a man who had to declare the will of God as it had been 
revealed to him, regardless of all consequences. If the necessity arose, 
he would not hesitate, at the risk of bis life, to rebuke kings and 
nobles, to withstand the very priesthood to whose order he might 
belong, to stand up before an infuriated populace and denounce their 
wrong-doing. The prophet had come to know the will of God through 
continually pondering on the divine word, through living a godly 
life in close communion with the things of the spirit. We read 
in the Bibie of lying prophets—men who pretended to be filled with the 
holy spirit, and of prophesiers of smooth tbhiogs. But the genuine 
prophets, the story of whose activities has come down to us, and whose 
writings have exercised upon the world an imperishable influence for 
good, were men of a very different stamp. Sprong in many cases from 
the people among whom they lived, they bad no worldly ambitions. 
They were not seekers after wealth, but they found their highest reward 
in their work for the people and in the approval of their conscience, 
They were, in every case, preachers of righteousness. They taught the 
people a purified and ethical conception of God, in whose name they 
spoke; and by the example of their own saintly lives, as well as by their 
teaching, they tried to lead the people nearer to God and goodness. 

We are apt to associate the idea of prophecy with the foretelling of 
events. But although the exceptional endowments of a prophet would 
give him an insight toto the future denied to ordinary men, this is by no 
means the primary sigoificance of Hebrew prophecy. The highest 
proof of inspiration was holiness. The evolution of morality, the 
setting forth of the ideas of righteousness and duty, the application 


of the principles of eternal truth to the events and crises of the home and 


the State, this was the Hebrew prophet’s chief work. Foreseeing and 
foretelling the specific occurrences of the far-off fature were but as dust 
in the balance compared with the infinite importance and endless results 
of the clear intuition of moral truths, the energetic application of moral 
principles, and the creation of a sustained and passionate love for what- 
ever was right and good and true. The prophets of Israel were distin- 
guished by their scorn and hatred of what was false and crooked and 
opposed to God’s will. Without fear or favour they laid down principles 


_ for the world’s guidance which have not only survived to the present, but 


which are more alive to-day in the popular conscience than they have 
ever been— principles the frank recognition of which by mankind would, 
long ago and at any time, bave made all wars impossible. That is Israel's 
distinctive contribation to human welfare. For only the nation of Israel 
produced a continuous succession of such inspired men, and no other 


literature in the world contains such a body of ethical teaching as is, 
comprised in the prophetical books of the Bible. These prophets 


were exceptional men—men of exceptional gifts, and many of them 
trained in schools for the exercise of such gifts. Moses had expressed 
the longing that all the Lord’s people might be prophets. But so pious 
an aspiration was impossible of realisation, In every age the leaders 
and the teachers are few, and the greater their endowments the more 
rare are their number. 

But the prophets of Israel were also statesmen. In a polity essentially 
founded on religious ideas, among a nation who were trained to the 
consciousness of standing in a peculiar relationship to God, it could not 
be otherwise. So Samuel, like his successors, was a prophet-politician. 
In him, the last of the judges, we see the work of political leadership 
merging in that of spiritual leadership. Samuel’s chief care was the 
common weal. He saw a people weak and disunited, foolish and 
licentious, idolatrous and corrupt, and with glowing intensity of 
emotion and ringing eloquence, he made pronouncement against the 
reigning idolatry, reasserted the second commandment against the 
worsbip of images, urged repentance and searching of heart, and con- 
federated the tribes together on the basis of a true idea of God, to whom 
obedience is better than sacrifice and to hearken than the fat of rams, 
and he insisted on a faithfal keeping of the law of righteousness. He has 
no original revelation to give the people, like Moses, but he endeavours 
to turn their hearts with trust and hope to the God of their fathers. He 
was not, like Moses, the founder of the theocracy, nor like Elijah, its 
restorer, But bb was its preserver through a revolution that had become

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Jewish Immigration into Mexico. 


Lack of Funds. 


At a recent meeting of Jewish immigrants in Mexico, disappointment 
was expressed at the inadequate financial support given to the immigrants, 
They are destrous of returning to the Jand, and the Mexican Government 
is ready to grant land on easy terms and to help in various ways. But 
re movement has been brought toa stop in consequence of lack 
of fonda. 


The meeting expressed astonishment that the pleas forwarded by the 


_ Jewish Agricultural Society of Mexico to the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 


tion (Ica) and the Hebrew Immigrant Aid and Sheltering Society (Hias), 
have brought no response, and a resolution was adopted to appeal on 


behalf of the Jewish immigrants in Mexico to Justice Louis D, Brandeis, 
of the United States Supreme Court. 


President Reaffirms His Position. 

In reply to an inquiry by a representative of the J.T.A., on the 
question of Jewirh immigration into Mexico, President Calles’ Secretary 
writes that the President “ still maintains the statement which he made 
when passing through New York, referring to the fact that the Govern. 
ment of Mexico would positively be pleased to see immigration of Jewish 
elements op a sound basis to avoid all possible failures, and that it would 
grant all necessary facilities so that any difficulties encountered in 
entering the country may be overcome,” and that the President “ wil! 
give bis mora! support to any serious project within the Jimits of the law 
that may be laid before him regarding Jewish immigration.” 


The President's Secretary encloses a copy of the Mexican Colonisa. 
tion Law, and also a copy of the provisional regulations for the concession 
of tax exemption to the colonists. 

The immigrant coming in from a foreign country must bring with 
him to Mexico a certificate from the Consular Agent. All colonists who 
establish themselves io the country will enjoy for a period of ten years 
from the date of their settlement the following exemptions: 

1.. Exemption from military service. 

2. Exemption from all classes of taxes except manicipal. 

8. Exemption from all import and interna! duties on foodstuffs, in places 
where they are not obtainable, agricultural implements, tools, machinery, con- 
— material for homes, ordinary furniture, and cattle for the purposes of 

e farms. 

4. A personal and non-transferable exemption from al! export duties on 
their products harvested by them. 

5. Prizes for notabie ee and premiums and assistance in the 
development of new types of culture. 

6. Exemption from all fees for legalisation of signatures and issuance of 

porte for all persoos coming into the Republic for the purpose of colonisa- 

ion by Petra of contracts made by the Government with any company or 
com panies. 

. Additional tax exemption for all colonists for tree planting. 


Colonists abandoning their land for more than one year, or before 
having paid for same in fall, without sufficient justification, will lose 
their right to the said lands and to the sum of money paid in by them.

inevitable, which he opposed as long as he could, which he reluctantly 
accepted when be could oppose it no longer, and which, by sheer force of 
character, he regulated and moulded so as to prevent national disorganisa. 
tion. He was, in the fallest sense of the word, a patriot. Place, honour 
and power sovght him, not he them; and with that absolute dis. 
interestedness which was characteristic of every true prophet of 
Israel he spent bimself in the people’s service through youth, man- 
hood, and old age. But there came a time when the people 
demanded a king in place of the jadges, who had ruled them 
for so many years. To Samuel, foreseeing the evils of despotic 
kingship, and imbaed with the conviction that God was their 
king, the idea was repugnant. Remonstrating with the people, he warns 
them of the dangers of such a change. But when Saul at length is fixed 


on as his successor, see how nobly he bears himseilf towards the man who 


is to take his place, how long and sincerely he mourns for the crimes and 
misfortunes of Saul after that monarch had been rejected in favour of a 
better man. There is no more magnanimous thing in history. 

And rememberiog the corrupt timesin which he lived, we have to 
note that his judicial hands were clean, as clear of bribes as of blood. No 
stain tarnished the brightness ofhisname. Walking in his integrity, fear- 
ing God, but no man’s face, his bosom glowing with the purest patriotism, 
how grand is his Jast appearance on the stage of public life, as recorded 
in the 12th chapter. The tribes of Isracl are met, and Samuel is there 
to meet them and to challenge them. They had rejected him fora king, 
and he calls on them to allege if he had betrayed his trust, ‘“ Here I am,” 
he says, “ witness against me before the Lord and bis anointed ; whose 
ox have I taken, or whose ass have I taken, or whom have I defrauded”? 
Whom have I oppressed, or of whose hand have I taken a ransom to 
blind mine eyes therewith? and I will restore it you.” And they said, 
“Thou has not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, nor taken aught of avy 
man’s band.” And then he admonished them in what perbaps were the 
last words he was to address to them as a prophet of God, words that 
ring with inspired zeal for the cause of righteousness and justice to which 
he had consecrated his life. 

And so he lived and died without reproach. Some men die better 
than they live, like him of whom the dramatist says, “nothing in life 
became bim so much as the leaving it.” But this may be said of Samuel’s 
prophetic career—its close was not better, but in perfect harmony with 
its commencement and its whole course. He fulfilled all a pious mother’s 
hopes. He disappointed none, God was the centre round which bis life 
revolved. Thelaws which governed his acts as statesman-prophet and his 
decisions as judge were those of God’s word. Unlike so many of the 
world’s statesmen, he was never turned aside by considerations of 
expediency. He steered his course by those principles of eternal truth 
which gave consistency to his conduct, 


The New Chief Rabbi of Cairo. 


Polish Consul Libels Jews. 


[From our Correspondent. } PARIS, 

Josef Cattani Pas! s, Minister of Finance of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment and President of the Cairo Jewish Community, has notified Chief 
Rabbi Haim Nahoum tht his nomination to the Chief Ribbinate of 
Cairo bas been sanctioned by royal decree. This fact is of great import- 
ance, since it is the first time that the chief of a religious community in 
Egypt has borne the character of an official personage. As soon as the 
decree was signed, the Egyptian Minister at Paris visited the new Chief 
Rabbi. A nomber of presentations were made to Chief Rabbi Nahoum 
prior to his departare from Paris, including one from the Alliance Israélite. 
The Chief Rabbi is expected to arrive in Alexandria next Sunday, where 
he will be met by a delegation from the Cairo Community. 

Mach indignation has been aroused here by an interview given by 
the Polish Consul here to a reactionary newspaper, in which he tried 
to allot to Jews the blame for the recent crimes committed by Obristian 
Poles in this city. Lately, Polish criminals have been busy in Paris in 
various directions, and several of them have been arrested. The Polish 
Consul, in commenting on the crime wave, said that the bandits were 


“no doubt Jews in possession of false Polish passports and disguised as 
Christians.” 


Questionnaire to Jews and Negroes. 
Cleveland Jews’ Protest. 

The leaders of the orthodox Jewish congreg stions in Cleveland, Ohio, 
bave passed a resolution condemuing the Cleveland Board of Education's 
“astonishing action” in issuing a questionnaire to Jewish and negro 
pupils in the high schools of the city, with regard to the business and 


family circomstances of their parents. The authorities have ignored the 
Jewish protest. 


Jewish Education in Bagdad. 


[From our Correspondent.) BAGDAD. 

On the occasion of Mr. and Mrs. Behar Fizra passing through Bagdad 
on their way home to Calcutta, a visit was paid to the David Sassoon 
College for Boys and the Laura Kadoorie School for Girls. The children 
were inspected in their classes, and all gave a very good example of the 
sound education that they are receiving. The embroidery in the Laura 
Kadoorie School was very much admired. In the Boys’ School Synagogue 
special prayers were recited for the departed souls of the Sassoon family. 
A tea io honour of the visitors was given in the salon of the Laura 
Kadoorie School, During the meal, music was provided by the pupils. 
As a mark of appreciation, Mr. and Mrs. Ezra gave the sum of two 
thousand rupees. | 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 


Medical Relief in the Ukraine. 


The Federation has granted another £300 to the “O.Z.E,” Organisa. 
tion for the upkeep of a number of Children's Welfare Centres in the 
Ukraine. During the last two years the Federation has handed over to 
the “O.Z.E.” a sum of £6,075 for medical relief in the Ukraine. Out of 
this amount, £3,500 was received from the United South African Relief 
Fund for the upkeep of a number of hospitals. The “O.Z.E.” has estab- 
lished, on behalf of the Federation, three hospitais at Sagaidaki, 
Beresowka, and Ribnitsa, in which places there is a large Jewish popu- 
lation without any medical help whatsoever. The number of patients 
treated was 16.089, the nomber of visits made was 25,272, and the number 
of prescriptions issued 18,747. . 

In the Jewish agricultural colonies, four Children’s Homes were 
erected, accommodating one hundred and sixty children under five years’ 
of age. A clinic and créche (accommodating three hundred and fifty 
children) were opened in Elisabetgrad. Systematic sanitary control of 
the homes of the children was also exercised, with results of great value, 

The monies voted by the Federation bave also helped towards the 
upkeep of a number of institutions in the countries outside the Ukraine. 
Three Convalescent Homes were opened in Lithuania for tubercular 
children, Sanitary and medical relief was given to the emigrants at 
Libau and Danzig. Clothing, underwear, and soap were issued, and the 
sanitary conditions of the hospitals were looked after. Outof the monies 


received from the United South African Relief Fund thirty-two medical 


institutions were opened in the Ukraine, which have rendered relief to 
tens of thousands of the sufferers. ; 


Grant for Ukrainian Chalutzim. 


As a result of a bazaar recently held in Glasgow, under tho auspices 
of the local Zionist Societies and the Relief Fund, the Federation has 
received the sum of £250 for the relief of the Ukrainian Chalutzim. This 


amount has been forwarded to the Ukraine to help a number of these : 


sufferers with passages to Palestine. 


Activities of Women’s Branch. 


The Women’s Branch of the Federation is now engaged in a series of 
activities with the object of raising fands on behalf of the orpbans in the 
Ukraine. Arrangements are in hand for a concert to be held on the 19th 
April, at the Garrick Theatre, kindly lent by the proprietor, Mr. A. E. 
Abrabams. The Women’s Branch has issued stamp collecting cards 
for the purpose of collecting fuads among the children in the schools and 
Hebrew classes. Every obild will be given a card, on which thirty penny 
poste ge stamps are to beaffixed. Arrangements have been made with the 
General Post Office that the cards, when completed, shall be exchanged 
for cash. Letters of appeal to this effect have been forwarded to all the 
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Jewish schools and Hebrew classes in London to introduce this method 
of collection among their pupils. 


Manchester. 

The Manchester Jewish Literary and Social Society is giving & 
dramatic performance at Houldsworth Hall to-morrow evening. The 
whole of the proceeds are to be given to the fund. Asa result of two 
previous performances, a sum of nearly £200 was raised. 


Ladies’ Committee in North London. | 
A North London Committee of the Women’s Branch of the Federa- 
tion has been formed. The following have been elected: Mesdames B. 
Goodman, Chairman; E. Troubman, Vice-Chairman ; 8. Black, Treasurer; 
E. Brown and E. Folb, Hon. Anditors; 8S. Zisserman, Hon. Secretary ; 
and a Committee. The Committee, during the short period of its 
existence, has already collected the sum of £45. 


The Wellington Hebrew Congregation (New Zealand) has forwarded 
the sum of £69 10s., being a collection by the community in aid of the funds 
of the Federation. The greater part of this amount, they state, was 
voluntarily subscribed by non-Jews, who were not canvassed by the 
members of the congregation.

etc., pumbered 567 males and 239 females in 1921 (Russians being 234 and 
138). In 1911, the figures were 1,054 and 504, and in 1901 they were 1,046 
and 453. All tobacco workers in 1921 totalled 26,188 (7,156 males and 
19 032 females); the aliens therefore constitute but one in 82 of the 
tobacco workers. Cigarettes, be it remembered, are themselves aliens, 
and were first made here by Russian Jews. 

Costermongers and bawkers have fallen off very considerably, perhaps 
the clearest indication of the decline in the alien population. In 1921 
they numbered 1,898 males and 286 females; in 1911 they were 3,045 and 
451; and in 1901 they mustered 4,436 and 290. Of the 1921 total, 573 
males and 108 females were Russians, 476 and 72 were Poles, and 520 
and 71 Italians. At the other social extreme of the classification it is the 
same: the professional classes have declined from 9,010 males and 8.828 
females in 1911 to 4,367 and 5.169 in 1921 ; in 1901 there were 8,537 and 
5,707. This section includes teachers, doctors, and ministers. 

The much discussed personal service class, which embraces waiters, 
numbered 14,425 males and 10,129 females in 1921, compared with 19,551 
and 14,042 in 1911, and with 13,386 and 13,914 in 1901. Russians were 497 
and 539, and Poles 844 and 341 io 1921, mostly bairdressers; the waiters, 
3,536 men and 423 women, were mainly Italians and Swiss ; the domestic 
servants, 4,562 men and 7,465 women, were French, German, Belgian 
oe and Dutch principally; Russians numbered 45 and 346: Poles 20 
an 

In commercial, financial, and insurance business (which enfolds the 
lowly costers) there were 17,700 males and 3,562 females in 1921 : of these 
10,416 males and 1,400 females were “ proprietors, or managers, wholesale 
and retail.” In this category there were 3,050 and 571 Russiansand 2,212 
and 856 Poles. Bakers and pastry-cooks totalled 1.664 males apd 52 
females: here Germans predominate, they comprise more than one third. 
The transport services engaged 10,416 male and 123 female aliens: these 
included the seamen, men of all nationalities. 

These figures are of the utmost importance. The more closely they 
are examined, the more defialtely do they prove that the alien cannot be 
deemed a serious competitor in most industries, and that in those in 
which he is found, if he is a competitor at all, it is he and not the native 
who is being pushed out. | 


THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 


The Hebrew University. 
OPENING ARRANGEMENTS. 


Mr. Herman Cohen, M.A., Fellow of University College, London, an 
Examiner in the University of London and late Law Lecturer at Oxford, 
bas been officially requested to represent the University of London at the 
opening of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. The British Museum 
will be represented by Lord Ullswater, former Speaker of the House of 
Commons. The University of Manitoba has appointed Dr. E. Guthrie 
Perry, Professor of Hebrew, to attend the opening of the Hebrew 
University as the official representative of the first-named University. 
Other distinguished visitors, in addition to those previously named, 
will include the Chief Rabbi of France, Chief Rabbi Professor Schor, 
of Warsaw, Professor Boek, representing the Swedish Academy, Dr. 
Ebrenpreis, Chief Rabbi of Stockholm, Professor Sobernheim, repre. 
senting the German Association of Jewish Knowledge and the German 
Palestine Society, Professor Sir Arthur Schuster, and Ernst Toller, the 
famous dramatist. Professor Sigmund Freud will be unable to attend, in 
consequence of ill-health. 

A committee has been formed in Cairo to accord a reception to Lord 
Balfour when he passes through that city on his way to Palestine. 

The Eoglish Zionist Federation is arranging a public celebration on 
the occasion of the opening of the University. The function will be held 
at the Kingsway Hal!, on Thursday evening, 20d April. Rabbi Professor 
Sir Hermann Guvllancz will preside, and among those who have 
accepted invitations to speak are Sir Martin Conway, M.P., Professor 
§. Alexander, Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Mr. Philip Guedalla, and 
Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches. A musical programme is being arranged, 
and a film will be shown depicting Jewish labourers at work on the 
building of the University. The arrangements are being carried out by a 
special committee, of which Mr. Paul Goodmanisthe Chairman. Further 
particulars may be obtained from Mr. H.J. Morgenstern, Secretary of the 
English Zionist Federation, 77, Great Russell Street, W.C.1. 


Land Purchases in Evets Yisrael. 
A CORRECTION. 


In connection with the paragraph to the effect that Dr. Ruppin had 
completed the purchase of 135,000 dunams of land in Palestine, comprising 
the area between Haifa and Akko, which appeared in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE of January 23rd, we are informed that the land, the area of 
which was only between 70,000 and 80,000 dunams, was purchased, not 
by Dr. Ruppin, but by the Palestine Land Development Company and the 
American Zion Commonwealth. 


British Land Concession in Palestine. 


ENGLISHMEN AND ARABS TO BE SETTLED. 


According to a statement in the FELESTIN, the organ of the Palestine 
Arab Executive, a group of British capitalists have obtained a concession 
from the Colonial Office for the cultivation of an area of 61,000 dunams 
(about 14,000 acres) at Al Huleh, near Lake Huleh (Waters of Merom) in 
the district of the Jewish colony of Metallab, the northernmost point of 
Palestine, which came officially into the Palestine frontiers last April 
under the terms of the Syrio-Palestine Boundary Convention. 

A company is to be formed, the FELESTIN adds, which will issue 
shares to Eoglishmen and Arabs to enabie them to take up farming on 
these lands. The ljand is said to be of a high state of fertility and capable 
of producing wheat, tobacco, sugar, cotton, and fruit.

THE Dedication ceremony of the British War Cemeteries at Gaza has 
been postponed to 28th April.

American Zionists and Sir Herbert Samuel. 
DESIRE FOR RETENTION.

Dr. Weizmann left the United States for London last Saturday. 
I understand that, in addition to the Jewish Agency and Keren Hayesod 
problems, the American Zionists discussed with Dr. Weizmann the question 
of Sir Herbert Samuel's retirement from his post. I learn thet the Zionist 
leader replied that all endeavours to persuade Sir Herbert Samuel to 
remain at his post had failed, Sir Herbert having pleaded the need of a rest 
from hisduties. At the same time! gather that the representations made 
from several quarters to the Colonial Office to ask Sir Herbert Samuel to 
remain in Palestine bave, 80 far, proved unsuccessful, in view of Mr. 
Amery’s opinion that Palestine needs now not a High Commissioner of 
high political or diplomatic abilities, but an administrator only. In 
America, with the exception of the Poale-Zionist group, the Zionists 
favour the retention of Sir Herbert Samuel, and their views were made 
clearly known to Dr. Weizmann and Colonel Kisch (who is leaving 
America for Palestine). In accordance with Sir Alfred Mond’s statement 


in Pelestine that the Jewish Agency would be consulted on the question 
of a new High Commissioner, the American Zionists utilised the visit of 
Dr. Weizmann to explain to him their attitude towardsthe problem. The 


statements of Dr. Weizmann and Colonel Kisch on the matter were,

THIS YEAR'S NEW SOLAR CYCLE. 


NOTES ON THE JEWISH CALENDAR. 


By C.D. 

This year 5685 A.M. is an interesting year in the Jewish Calendar, for 
it marks the beginning of the 204th cycle of 28 years counting from the 
year of creation. This cycle is variously known as the Major cycle 
2173 WFD or the Solar cycle, from which one can infer that there is also 
a Minor cycle {OP WIND or Lunar cycle; the latter is of 19 years duration. 
Let us first consider the Minor, and then proceed to the Major. 


The Minor or Lunar Cycle. 


The Jewish year is essentially a lunar year, consisting of 12 lunar 
months (29 $ days) totalling 354 days, and is thus 11 days less than the 
Solar year of 365 days. From this it follows that if the Jewish year 
were entirely lunar in character, like the Mohammedan year which is 
known as a “free lunar” year, we should find, in due course, that the 
various Festivals occurred at any season of the year. For example, Pesach 
might occur in mid-winter or Succoth inthe spring. As, however, weare 
enjoined that Pesach must occurin the “month of Abib,” i.c. in spring 
(Ex. 23, 15), it becomes necessary to add to our year so as to make the 
Festivals harmonise with the seasons. We thus make our year a soli. 
lunar ora “ bound-lunar” year. We need not enter here into the details 
of the Kabbinic practice when months were proclaimed by the 
Sanhedrin after hearing the evidence of witnesses who had seen 
the new-moon, ITP, except to state that their guiding 
principle in this matter was to add an additional month (Ve-Adar) 
whenever they realised that the vernal (spring) «quinox 
would not occur till after the 16th of Nisan. Let us confine our attention 
to some of the principles of the Perpetual Jewish Calendar compiled by 
Hillel II., which is now in use. It was estimated that the Solar Year 
consisted of 12;5 lunar months (this computation being only about 
64 minutes out), and it was therefore decided to add 7 months in 19 years 
80 a8 to equalise the twosystems. In other words, there were to be seven 
leap or intercalary years of 13 months in every nineteen years, making a 
total of 235 lunar months. These leap years were to occur every second 
or third year, 

294. 12h, 44m. 349. x 235—6939d. 16h. 33m. 349.19 solar years. 

Is is thus seen that each cycle of nineteen years brings the Jewish 
Lunar Year into the same relation with the Solar Year; it is therefore 
koowo as the Lunar Cycle. The year 5685 is the 4th year of the 300th 
minor cycle. 

The Major or Solar Cycle. 


The Solar Cycle refers entirely to the relationship between the Sun 
and the Earth irrespective of the Moon, and is calculated according to 
Samuel (a Rabbi of the Talmud) whose figures have been accepted 
for this purpose. The year is divided into four natural seasons by 
the vernal and autumnal equinoxes and the summer and winter solstices 
MPM. Samuel reckons the solar year as precisely 365} days, and 
apportions to each season an exact quarter of a year, viz., 91 days, 74 
hours, or 13 weeks, 74 hours. If then the vernal equivox {O02 MS—~pn 
occurs on a Wednesday at 6 a.m., the next MDIPNM will occur thirteen 
weeks lateron a Wednesday at 1.30 p.m.,andsoon. The vernal equinox 
of the following year will be 14 days (four times 7} hours) later, i.c., on a 
Thursday at 12 noon; in 4 years it will be exactly 5 days later, i ¢., ona 
Monday at 6 a.m.; but it will not be till 28 years have elapsed that 
the vernal equinox will again occur at 6 a.m. on a Wednesday, 
after which the order will be repeated. This period of 28 years 
represents a complete cycle of the different times at which the equinoxes 
can occur, according to Samuel), and is known as the Major or Solar 
Cycle. We read in Genesis 1. 14-17 that the Sun and Moon were placed 
in their present relation with the Earth on the fourth day Wednesday 
(whatever their previous relation might have been) and we have it asa 
tradition that this was at the time of the {jO2 MS\PN. So that from what 
has been said above it follows that the incidence of the vernal equinox 
}5°3 ME\PN both as regards time of day and day of week as it 
occurred in the year of creation would be repeated with every Solar 
Cycle. The year 27 A.M. was the beginning of the second cycle, the 
year 57 A.M. was the beginning of the third cycle and so on; and thus 
we arrive at 5685 as the beginning of the 204th cycle. At the beginning 
of each Major Cycle the jO°) NDiPN is commemorated as 


Sanctification of the Sun, 


and especially in the more coucentrated Jewish Settlements great excite- 
ment prevails on the appointed day. The whole community rises early 
before daybreak, and old and young, led by the Rabbi, assemble outside 
the town on the most suitable site, facing east, and await the rising of 
the sun. The older people discuss among themselves how many 
such occasions they have witnessed, and ferventiy hope that 
they may be spared to be present at the next; while the 
younger sons of the congregation, who have never yet seen 
what is impending, eagerly await the critical moment. With the first 
appearance of the complete disc of the sun above the horizon, the Rabbi 
commences the Benediction, and word for word and with great solemnity 
the assembly repeat after him: NYPD AWW 

This year }0°) occurs on Wednesday, April 8th (Erev Pesach), 
and the Benediction should be said on first seeing the sun in the morning. 

In view of the fact that the League of Nations is considering a Reform of 
the Calendar it may be of general interest, without going into avy great 
detail, to investigate the Jewish Calendar a little further. As mentioned 
before, the lonar month is about 29} days which is an impracticable 
period for a calendar month. This difficulty is overcome by having some 
months of 29 days and others of 30 days; so thateach month has its 
fixed number of days either 29 or 30, except Cheshvan and Kislev, which 
are variable. These two months may be either both of 29 or both of 30 
days, or the former may be of 29 and the latter of 30 days. In the last 
case the year would consist of 354 days (known as 4 regular year 
M7703), and in the two other possibilities it would be either 353 days 
(deficient 190M) or 355 days (perfect ?¥), The daysin each month are:—

In a leap year Adar is 30 days, and the additional month Ve-Adar is 
29 days. When a month bas 30 days, both the last day of that month and 
the first day of the next month are counted as O15 UR 

In addition to arranging for the Festivals to occur in their proper 
seasons, the compilers of the Calendar found it necessary to arrange s0 
that certain Festivals shou'd not occur on certain days of the week. 
These concerned Yom Kippur, which was not to coincide with either a 
Friday or a Sunday, and the 7th day of Succoth (Hoshana Rabba), which 
was not to fall on a Sabbath. This was provided for by arranging 
that the lat Day Rosh Hashanah should not coincide with either a Sunday, 
Wednesday or a Friday ('S) 8 &?, and, as will be seen later, the same 
result is obtained by preventing the occurrence of the lst day of Pesach 
on cither a Monday, Wednesday, or a Friday—MDD 5 &?. 


Here it may not be inopportune to mention 
A Simple Mnemonic 


regarding the relationship of all the Festivals and Fasts to Pesach as 
regards the day of the week on which they will occur. This is done by 
pairing off the letters in the Hebrew alphabet as follows: the first letter 
%, with the last M; the second 3, with the last but one &; and so on. 
The 2'2'®, etc., represent the Day of the Pesach Festival under considera- 
tion, ® meaniog first, 2 meaning second, etc.. the other letters standing 
for a particular Holyday as shown below: :

All the above refer to the Holy Days following Passover, except in 
regard to Purim where it refers to the feast preceding it. 

For example take this year. The lst Day Pesach will be a Thursday. 
From the above it follows that 

(a) The Fast of Ab will be on a Thursday 

(6) The 1st Day Shovuoth will be on a Friday 

(c) The 1st Day Rosh Hashanah (and therefore the Ist and 8th Days of 

Succoth) will be on a Sabbath 

(a4) Simchat Torah will be on a Sanday 

(ce) Yom Kippur will be on a Monday, and 

(f) Parim was on Tuesday. 

It will also be seen that if the Ist Diy Pesach does not occur on 
either a Monday, Wednesday, or a Friday, the lst Day Rosh Hashanah 
Cannot occur on either a Suaday, Wedaesday, or a Friday. 

From the foregoiog it is clear that if we only kaow on which day of 
the week the lst of Pesach in any given year will occur, we can flad out 
everything else about the Festivals immediately following. Now although 
for other purposes, as for example in the case of the Major Cycle, we 
regard Nisan as the first month of the year, in c »uatiag the years, how- 
ever, We start with Tishri as the first month ; itis therefore also necessary, 


to know on which day of the week the lst of lisbri occurs. Finally, if, in | 


addition, we know the particulars about the variable months of Cheshvan 
and Kisiev, we have all the information we require. And that is how any 
given year is described, and it is done in three letters. 

This year 5685, for example, is described as 1°W3, which means :— 

3—I1st Day of Rosh Hashanah is on Monday 
M- 1st Day of Pesach is on Thursday | 
and & in the middie means that the year is perfect "2?7— 
i.e., that both Cheshvaa and Kislev have 30 days each. If the middle 
letter were a 2 it would mean 7705, ordinary, and a ™ would show that 
it was deficient. 

We now come to the actual celebration of the Festivals themselves. 
In Temple times Israelites from all parts assembied in Jerusalem, and 
great were the days of rejoicing. Nowadays, we donot all flad it con- 
venient to journey to the Holy Land, although it is gratifying to, note that 
very many people will spend this Pesach in Jerusalem, in conjucction 
with the opening of the Hebrew University, which has been so suitably 
timed for the 7th Nisan (April lst). Those of us who are compelled to 
remain in England must not forget the injunction, NMOS}, “And 
thou shalt rejoice in thy Feast,” and ANDY “There is no 
happiness without wine.”

Sir Robert Waley Cohen on the Palestine Experiment. 
“NO SYMPATHY WITH JEWISH NATIONALISM.” 


Interviewed by a representative of the AUSTRALIAN JEWISH HERALD 
at Melbourne recently, Sir Robert Waley Cohen said he felt strongly 
that the Palestine experiment would succeed. He thought that the Jewish 
popilation of the colonies were & very fine type, and although It was & 
dificalt task to make so small a country into a sound, economis, 
and independent unit, the enthusiasm of the Jews who went 
there was overcoming all difficulties. If the Jews succeeded in 
creating in Palestine a centre of Jewish thonght, they would in 
time to come radiate a pure philosophy, and thus render to the world a 
similar service to that which they gave io Biblical times. Of course, not 
more than a fraction would be Jewish Nationalists. The majority of 
Jews would not bave any sympathy with Jewish national aspirations. 
The great bulk of their people would always be citizens of other countries, 
only differing from their fellow citizens by religious belief. But even 
they, too, would draw inspiration from the pure centre of Jewish thought 
and spirit that would have been created in Palestine, thereby proving of 
special spiritual benefit to their fellow citizonsa, 


Dutch Zionists’ Dispute. 


NEW EXECUTIVE ELECTED. 


The extraordinary general conference of the Zionist Federation of 
the Netherlands, which was adj .urned from the annual conference in 
December, was held in Utrecht last week. It will be remembered that 
at the annual conference the Executive, headed by Mr. Nehemiah de 
Lieme, refased to accept election on the ground that they could no longer 
be responsible for the Zionist Federation, in view of the general policy of 
the World Zionist Organisation with regard to the differences which had 
arisen between the Dutch Aeren Hayesod Curatorium and the Executive 
of the Dutch Zionists. 

Mr. de Lieme made a statement on behalf of the whole Executive, 
explaining in detail the position taken up by the former leaders of the 
Netherlands Zionist Federation. The members of the Dutch Curatorium 
of the Keren Hayesod (comprising Zionist and non-Zionist representatives 
under the presidency of Dr. Visser) baving resigned office, because the 
Curatorium felt that it could not agree to the conditions laid down by the 
Netherlands Zionist Federation in regard to the propaganda and other 
activity of the Keren Hayesod, Dr. Weizmann had intervened, as Mr. 
de Lieme and his colleagues felt upjustifiably so, in an internal conflict, 
without firat having asked the leaders of the Zionist Federation of the 
Netherlands to explain their side of the case. The annual conference, 
after hearing Mr. de Lieme’s statement on this matter, had given him 
a vote of confidence and bad asked him and the rest of the Executive 
to continue in office. Mr. de Lieme had declared, however, that since 
the World Zionist Organisation had taken no steps in the matter to 
support bim, he and his colleagues could no lopger conduct the affairs 
of the Federation. 

After Mr. de Lieme’s address, a resolution was adopted, tending 
towards a fuller understanding between the future Central Committee 
and the Curatorium of the Keren Hayesod. The resolution expresses the 
view thatthe Federation should again take up active Zionist work, and 
that the propagation of Zionist principles and the work for Palestine 
should be given first place. It demands that, in anticipation of an early 
agreement being reached between the Federation and the Curatorium of 
the Keren Hayesod, instructions be given to the local groups to begin an 
energetic campaign for the Keren Hayesod in co-operation with the local 
committees, and authorises the Federation and the Curatorium of the 
Keren Hayesod to arrange the work for the Palestine Foundation Fund on 
& mutual basis. 


A new Central Committee was elected, with Mr. A. van Raalte as 
President. 


Mr. Sokolow in the Provinces. 
VISIT TO LEEDS. 

Mr. N. Sokolow, accompanied by Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Se., arrived in 
Leeds last Friday. On Sabbath morning Mr. N. Sokolow attended Divine 
Service at the Great Synagogue, Belgrave Street, when a special sermon 
was delivered by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A. The preacher said that 
the realisation of the Zionist hope meant the realisation of the 
final destiny of the Jew, namely, that he should possess in Palestine a 


centre from which would radiate the finest products of Jewish civilisa- 
tion, learning and scholarship. 


On Saturday evening a banquet was held in honour of Mr. Sokolow 
at the Queen’s Hotel. Professor Dr. 8. Brodetsky presided. Mr, Sokolow, 
in responding to the toast of his health, said he thought that the Arab 
difficulties were not as insurmountable as they were often painted to be,

and he felt sure that an amieable settlement of that problem would be 
forthcoming. He was convinced that, given the moral and material help 
of the Jews of all countries, Palestine would become a glorious land, 4 
centre of the utmost usefulness, not only to the Jew, but to all mankind. 

On Sunday afternoon, a reception was held at the Victory Hotel, at 
which Dr. M. Umanski presided. 

On Sunday evening, Mr. Sokolow addressed a meeting in the Coliseum, 
his subject being “Palestine as a National Home.” Bir Charlies Wilson, 
M.P., who presided, said he had been glad to accept the invitation to 
preside, not only as a convinced Zionist, but as their representative in the 
House of Commons, and as one approving the British policy in Parlia. 
ment. That policy was to stand by the Balfour Declaration. Dr. Brodetsky 
moved: “That this mass meeting of Leeds Jewry emphasises its deter. 
mination to co-operate whole-heartedly in the work of re-building Pales. 
tine as the Jewish National Home.” Mr. Sokolow, in seconding, said the 
Jewish National Home had become afact. The Arab problem in Palestine 
existed only with the absentee proprietors, who complained because the 
people were demanding higher returns for their labour as a direct 
consequence of Jewish industry. The resolution was adopted, Mr. P. 
Horowitz, B.Sc., alsospoke. On the motion of the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, 
M.A., seconded by Mr. D. I. Sandelson, O.B.E., Mr. Sokolow was 
thanked for his address. Mr. H. M. Simans proposed a vote of thanks to 
the Chairman, which was seconded by Mr. M. Barton, J.P.

THE TRANSMIGRANIS AT BRASTLEIGH. 


A meeting of the Connci! of the Union was beld on Monday, at 7, 
Cavendish Road, St. John’s Wood; the residence of Mrs,. Pind: r Davia, 

Mrs. MODEL, the newly elected President, was in the chair. She 
gai4 that contrary to their usual custom, the Hxeentive bad inviteda 
pumber of ladies from outside the Council in order to give the Union an 
epportanity of becoming a little more democratic and internationa). She 
hoped that the mem bership would thereby be jocreased. Mrs. A. Harold 
Levy; their. Treasurer, had secured sixty-one pew members and increased 
subdscriptions. They bad received a special donation of ten guineas from 
Mra. Max Meyer, io memory ofherbusband. An important piece of work 
‘was the establisbment of a junior branch, which had been started by 
Miss Olive Heras. 

Miss HERZ, in giving some particulars of the new branch, said that 
girls leaving schoo! were invited to join and that the age limit had been 
at abv ut thirty. 

Oo the motion of the President, seconded by Mra. EB. Pinder Davis, the 
Executiye Committee were re-elected, with the addition of Lady lostone, 
Mre. Hoster was elected Vice-President. 

Mrs. MODEL sald that in the absence of Mr. Otto Schiff, who was to 
bave spoken to them about the transmigrants at Bastieighb, Mra. E chholz 
and herself, who had visited the camp, would givo them some account 
of the. conditions there. Of the 1,200 men, women and children, 1506 
Were non-Jews. What was so absolutely patbetic was to see this great 
company of pecp'e with nothing todo. They were without the possibility 
of organiring any sortof work, because they werestrangers. Mrs, Eichholz 
and she felt that everything that had been said in the press did nog 
express the conditions. The emigrants might not work for money, but, 
at least, they might work for their own needs, They might be learning 
Engiish and have some sort of recreative organisation. The discipline 
was excellent, as were also the cleanliness and dietary arrangemente, 
Bat everything was done for them, and bud to be doneforthem. It wags 
éifficult to sort out peopie to beip ia the work, which was carried out by 
the sbippipg companies. The problem wasthe problem of employment, 
end she desired to know whether that meeting felt they would like to help 
in securing some sort of organisation to relieve the boredom of months, 
and perbeps years, spent in Atiantic Park desert island. 

Mra, EIGHHOLZ said that burribie as the isolation was, there was 
absolute jack of privacy, hundreds of people having to live together day 
end night. The Hampsbire education authorities bad awakened to the 
fact that there was among them a large body of children without any 

. education. Her busband had told Mr, Sobiff that the children must be 
educated, and be understood the Hampshire education anthorities would 
Be willing to fiad teacbers if the Jewish community made themselves 
wesponsible for the payment of thir salaries.

earlier, Anyone who disobeyed the Rabbis was apoar-ntly marked ont 
for contumely, as was “ Sbhabbatal, the storer-up of fruita.” The method of 
the Ribbis (and the Propbet~) was perhaps more he! ptul thae the method 
empoyed to-day.

TRESENTATION BY COSTERMONGERS’ UNION. 


Last week, at the St. George’s Town Hall, an illuminated address 
and asilver cigarette-case wero presented by Mr. 8. Dryer, the President, 
on bebalf of the members of the St. Georgo’e in-the East Costermongers 
and Street Traders’ Union to the Mayor of Stepney, Councillor 
Jack D. Somper (who was accompanied by the Mayoress). Mr. 
V. B. Bateson, the Town Clerk of Stepney, presided. Mr. H. Sterling, 
the Secretary of the Wnion, thanked the Mayor ‘or the help he 
had given to the Union and for the assistance he had always 
rendered to the poor. Doring the past twenty-five years, the 
costermongers in the borough had not had a recognised market 
place. Through the efforts of the Mayor, the Town Clerk and Mr. I. E. 
Belsher (Borough Engineer), and others on the Borough Council, the 
Union now bad Hessel Street and Borlsem Street recognised as markets for 
street traders. The Mayor, in tendering thanks for the presentation, 
said that he wanted no recognition of what little he was able to do for the 
St. George’s Costermongers’ Union. About nine months ago one of his 
colleagues on the Council, Mr, A. E. Magen, told him of the Union's 
troubles. With the help of tho Council and with the co-operaton of the 
police they had succeeded in establishing once and for all the above- 
pamed markets. So long as the members of the Union carried out their 
duty as citizens of the Borough they would always receivo the assistance 
of the Council. On the motion of Mr. A. E. Magen, seconded by Mr. Es 
Sterling, thanks were accorded to the Chairman and Mr. Belsher. 


Alien Immigration. 
PETITION TO HOME SECRETARY BY BRITISH FASUIS1T! 


in reply to a petition organised by the British Pascisti at Portsmouth, 
praying for the restriction of alien immigration to this country, Sir 
William Joynson-Hickes, the Home Secretary, stated: “ Although aliens 
come here to the extent of 270,000 or 300,000 per annum, slightly more 
than that number go out of the country each year. The balk of these 
aliens come to visit London, the Lake District, Devonshire, Southsea, 
etc.; while the next largest number aro business men whom we want 
to encourage ; and following those are students at our schools and 
universities. I am now satisfied with the powers granted me by Parlia- 
ment, and with the way in which they are administered by my officers, 
and I do not think that more than a few hundreds aro smuggled in each 
year. The bulk of them are certainly caught by the police without papers 
and deported by me. Any ideathat anything liko three times 270,000 
could come in without permits is, of course, quite ridiculous. The 
administration of relief in the East Evd districts of London has nothing 
to do with the Government or myself; it is carried out by the local 
authorities, in which there is often a Socialist majority, and Socialists 
always seem to be very friendly towards aliens. If at any time I fee) 
thero is a gap in my defences, I sball not hesitate to ack Parliament for 
further powers.”

NoJew has ever choated me or tried to cheat mo of 4 penny, 
but there aru some Christians whom I should like to see in prison. | 
think I can trathfully say thad al! tho generalisations about Jews that | 
have ever heard have been proved by my experience to be untrue. 1 
have found Jews generous, kindly, honest, law-abiding, and as passion. 
ately idealistic as any other group of people, and a great deal more 80 | 
than many groups. Like everybody else, they have their fanits, the chief 
of which is, I toink, an excess of emotionalism, but none of them hasever 
given me cause to regret my friendship for him. 

My firet revolt against the genera! attitnde towards Jews was made 
when, asa boy in Ireland, Isawa poor pediasbratally beaten in the street 
for no other reason than that he was a Jew. They were Catholics that 
did it—I am a Protestant—and I remember thinking how odd a thing it- 
Was that peoplo who made the heavens clamant with their woes and 
sufferio:s under persecution should seize that poor Jew and ill-uso bim 
a8 their fathers had many times in the past been ill-used. 

Porgive me for toflicting this lengthy letter op you whon the subject 
of it is of ao particular importance, but I could not allow myself to be 
accused of a prejudice, which I do nos feel.

The annual prizo distribution of the Central Synagogue “lasses was 
neld on Sunday at the Synagogue. Mr. A, ALVAREs presided, and Mrs, 
Alvarez distributed the awards. 

Sir ADOLPH Tuck, Senior Warden, in introducing the Chairman, paid 
a tribute to bis devotion to th» interests of the Synagogue. 

The Rev. M. ADLER, D.S.0., Hon. Saperintendent, presented the 
roport, which stated that the classes had completed forty years of usefal 
activity, and their success continued unabated. There were 10) children 
on the roll. Their main object was to enrol boys and girls who attended 

the local County Council and Church schools where no Jewish instruction 
was provided, and they drew their pupils from eleven of the neighbouring 
schools. The average attendance was as high as 88 per cent. He 
paid a tribute to the work of Mr. H. Winston, the Headmaster, and the 
teachers, the Misses Spielman and Oamrasa, and Mr. P. Hurstbourne. 
The classes were maintained by the voluotary subscriptions of members 
of the congregation, supplemented by a grant of £50 from the |/nion of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, and no loss than £57 was received in fees 
from the parents. The Rev. Walter Levin, who had inspected the classes, 
bad found an attendance of 9) per cent. on the occasion of his visit—a 
week-night—and he commented on the high tone and discipline of the 
classes and the care and thoroughness with which the work was done. 
They bad always encouraged the atiendance of the children at synagogue, 
and certificates were to be given to seven children who bad not missed 
one attendance throughout the year. Last year the sum of £4! bad been 
collected by the Orphan Aid Soctlety, and three life-governorships had 
been gained by the children of the classes. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the classes on their fine record and on 
tho mauiner in which the headmaster encouraged a social spirit among 
the puvils by means of scout and gicl guide troops. He commended the 
reguiar attendance of the pupils at synagogue. The main function of the 
classes was the formation of Jewish character, and nothing would tend 
to combat anti-Semitism better than the raisin, of Jewish self-respect. 
He emphasised the responsibility of the pareuts. By neglecting the 
religious teaching of their children they were committing a crime not 
only against their own offspring, but against generations yet uoboro,.

I have always held the opinion that these dic- 
cussions do help cousiderably to clear the doubtand uncertainty which 
frequently exist in the minds of Young Israelites. 1t wil}, I think, bo 
readily conceded by all your readers that tho subjrct now under 
discussion opens up before us a wide field of investi; tion over which 
we might range for an illimitable period of time ands 
fading something interestin,s and new—something which bas escaped 
eur attention and observation.

I do not mean a 
revival of the type made fashionable by Alexander and Torrey, and 
egarried on by that great modern Evangelist Gipsy Smith, I mean 
something far more tangible, something far more radical, sOmMething of 
a higher spiritual character. I mean something that will quicken the 
pulse, stir the imagiuation, and move the heart. Never before tn the 
whole history of Angio-Jewry has the need been more essentia) and 
urgent. for. a re-affirmation of religious principles—those religions 
principles which-ought to actuate the minds and hearts of Jows and 
Jewesses—than to-day.
